America’s love of 
candy stays strong 
in tough economy

Like a lot of people, Nate Towne is cutting back 
on spending. He’s carpooling to work and only 
shops at grocery stores that take coupons or offer 
discount “rewards” cards. 

But even in this economy, he remains a self- 
described “candy snob.” 

“I’m serious when I say I’ll pay a premium for 
my top favorites because in the grand scheme of 
things, it’s only a few bucks,” says Towne, a 37-year- 
old public relations consultant in Madison, Wis. 

He’s not the only one who’s stuck on candy. 
Americans buy billions of dollars worth of the 
stuff each year— with more than $29 billion in 
retail sales in 2007, according to the National Con- 
fectioners Association. That’s about a 3 percent 
increase from the previous year. 

That sizable sweet tooth is a big reason many 
analysts say the candy business is likely to fare bet- 
ter than other nonessentials in these economically 
trying times, even as prices for commodities such 
as sugar, milk and cocoa have risen. 

The bottom line is: As vices go, candy is still rel- 
atively cheap for most consumers. 

“People may not be able to flip for Starbucks or 
even to go to McDonald’s. But they have the abil- 
ity to pay a dollar for a treat,” says Jim Tillotson, 
professor of food policy and international business 
at Tufts University’s Fletcher School. 

Analysts at The Nielsen Co., which tracks con- 
sumer habits, go as far as calling the candy busi- 
ness “recession-proof,” compared with other dis- 
cretionary items, such as tobacco and carbonated 
beverages (though beer also tends to do well when 
the economy is hurting). 

They note that consumers are cutting back on 
longer-distance shopping trips to save gas. As a 
result, they are spending more at drug and conve-

nience stores with big, easy-access candy sections. 

Then there’s the “feel good” factor. 

‘A dollar candy bar treat in the face of filling up 
the gas tank for nearly $100 can be a powerful psy- 
chological motivator,” says James Russo, vice pres- 
ident of marketing for Nielsen’s food sector. 


Isn’t that special? 

Big candy makers are consolidating, 
much like the airline industry, says Pat 
Conroy, a consumer products expert at 
accounting and consulting firm Deloitte & 
Touche USA LLP. The rising price of ingre- 
dients is part of the issue. 

Earlier this year, the Hershey Co., one of 
the nation’s biggest candy makers, raised 
its prices and, last year, announced job 
cuts and a plan to close several U.S. man- 
ufacturing plants, causing merger specu- 
lation. 

And this spring. Mars Inc., the Virgin- 
ia-based maker of M&Ms and Snickers, 
announced the purchase of Chicago’s 
Wm. Wrigley Jr. Co. 

“Unless you have a very powerful niche, 
the worst place you want to be is in the 
middle [in size],” Conroy says. “That’s the 
danger zone.” 

Still, he and others say large candy 
companies— as well as smaller specialty 
shops like Sarah’s Pastries & Candies in 
Lincoln Park— are poised to do well. 

A recent craving prompted stay-at- 
home mom Nancy Bason’s spontane- 
ous visit to Sarah’s, which specializes in 
French-style chocolates. 

“I don’t buy chocolate every single day,” 
said Bason, who lives nearby. “So if I’m 
treating myself once a week, it doesn’t 
seem like I really need to cut back because 
it’s not an everyday purchase.” [ ap ] 


Carlin’s legacy: You can’t say that on TV

LOS ANGELES Seven Words You Can Never Say on 
Television. Some People Are Stupid. Stuff People I 
Can Do Without. 

George Carlin, who died of heart failure Sunday 
at 71, leaves behind not only a series of memorable 
routines, but a legal legacy: His most celebrated 
monologue, a frantic, informed riff on those infa- 
mous seven words, led to a Supreme Court decision 
on broadcasting offensive language. 

The counterculture hero’s jokes also targeted 
things such as misplaced shame, religious hypocri- 
sy and linguistic quirks— why, he once asked, do we 
drive on a parkway and park on a driveway? 

Ben Stiller called Carlin “a hugely influential force 
in stand-up comedy He had an amazing mind, and 
his humor was brave, and always challenging us to 
look at ourselves and question our belief systems, 
while being incredibly entertaining. He was one of 
the greats.” 

“Nobody was funnier than George Carlin,” said 
Judd Apatow, director of recent hit comedies such

as “Knocked Up” and “The 40 -Year-Old Virgin.” “I 
spent half my childhood in my room listening to his 
records experiencing pure joy And he was as kind as 
he was funny” 


PUSHING THE ENVELOPE 

When George Carlin uttered all “sev- 
en words you can never say on televi- 
sion” at a show in Milwaukee in 1972, 
he was arrested on charges of disturb- 
ing the peace, freed on $150 bail and 
exonerated when a Wisconsin judge 
dismissed the case, saying it was inde- 
cent but citing free speech. 

When the words were later played on 
a New York radio station, they resulted 
in a 1978 Supreme Court ruling uphold- 
ing the government’s authority to sanc- 
tion stations for broadcasting offensive 
language during hours when children 
might be listening. 

“So my name is a footnote in Ameri- 
can legal history, which I’m perversely 
kind of proud of,” he told The Associ- 
ated Press. [ AP ]

Rider backlash 
takes center stage 

“Going Public” agrees with the phrase, If you can’t say something 
nice, don’t say anything at all 

But those words don’t apply when it comes to CTA buses, particular- 
ly when it’s time for our Rotten Route challenge. 

Building on a route-related tradition, “Going Public” is again opening 
the floodgates for riders to vote on the bus routes they loathe the most. 


Think of it as transit tough love, with 
the hopes it wiU lead to CTA solutions. 

It worked in the public transit past. 
After the No, 8 -Hals ted won the Rot- 
ten Route crown during our first-ever 
competition last June, a CTA bus garage 
manager told me the embarrassing title 
served as an inspiration for improvement 
on a route riddled with bus-bunching and 
snail-paced service. 

Indeed, IVe received far fewer e-mails 
filled with anger about the No, 8, though 
an Old Town rider suggests that bus route 
might be backsliding, 

“There was a point in time in which it 


had improved significantly, however, that 
is not the point as of lately,” Phillip Whit- 
man, 29, wrote in an e-mail to “Going 
Public, saying a recent change in garages 
could be the cause of poor performance, 
“The route was switched from the 74th 
[Street] garage to the Kedzie garage, and 
things have not been right since. At any 
given point in time there are anywhere 
from two to five (yes, five) buses running 
together,” 

Uh-oh, Is there a chance for No, 8 to 
snatch our terrible title again? 

We won’t know until the public transit 
peeps have their say 


Who does it worse? You decide 


So here’s how you can voice your choice:

The results will be revealed very soon, 
so make sure to get your vote in by 5 p,m, 
Friday based on the following criteria: 

» Slow service 

This designation isn’t fair to apply to 
buses bogged down on traffic-clogged 
streets. It’s more appropriate if the bus, 
for no evident reason, creeps along, or is 
slowed down by bus operators who too 
often jump off to grab a snack or gab on 
cell phones. Conversely progress can be 
slow if riders routinely aren’t ready with 
their fares. You know your bus is bad if 
you have a desk filled with CTA late slips 
and a boss fed up with excuses, 

» Rude operators 

“Going Public” doesn’t consider opera- 


tors rude just because they chide you for 
unfairly plunking down in priority seat- 
ing, I also don’t take points away if they 
allow you to step onto crowded buses, as 
they are only following CTA rules that 
riders can board at their own discretion. 
But if bus operators are constantly raging 
against riders, splashing them with pud- 
dles, or giving them undeserved attitude 
for fare cards on the fritz, feel free to rat 
out their routes, 

» Bad bunching 

Bus bunching might not seem as bad 
for riders of 52 routes who can at least 
get a heads up via next-bus tracker. But 
it’s a CTA-spirit killer for riders who 
write to “Going Public” enraged about 
long waits for a bus, only to be greeted 
later with three from the same route 
traveling in a convoy We need to shine 
a CTA spotlight on bus routes that too 
often exhibit that public transit pack 
mentality as well as other rotten route 
characteristics.

THEY’RE SO 


Love was in the air after 
Kimberly Vallet and 
James Gordon worked one 
flight together.

ybu could describe James Gordon’s time as a 
flight attendant as a bumpy yet satisfying ride. 
When Gordon flew from Chicago to St. Louis on 
Southwest Airlines more than 14 years ago to inter- 
view for a job as a Southwest flight attendant— his 
first time flying Southwest— he definitely didn’t see 
himself working on an airplane for more than one year. 

“The first thing I saw were those colors,” said Gordon, 43. “I thought, 
this looks like a flying Burger King.”

Fourteen years later, Gordon’s still fly- 
ing with Southwest— after countless trips 
between Chicago and L.A., snakes on a 
plane, loud shirts paired with dull khakis, 
early wake-up calls, airport hotel stays, gin- 
ger ales, passenger medical difficulties, and 
the most important development: his mar- 
riage to another Southwest flight attendant. 

The job “becomes a big part of your life. 
It becomes addictive almost,” said Gor- 
don, of Beverly. “You learn an awful lot 
about people.” 

Like Gordon, many flight attendants 
are lured to the profession by the oppor- 
tunity to travel. Flight attendants say they 
stick with the job because they typically 


can work out their own schedule, the pay 
is good and the travel perks benefit them 
and their families. 

But they also live out of suitcases away 
from their families and sometimes fly on 
two hours’ notice. And since the Sept, ii 
terrorist attacks, flight attendants deal 
with heightened safety concerns and 
increased passenger discontent. Custom- 
er satisfaction with airlines has dropped 
to its lowest point since 2001, according to 
survey results released last month by the 
University of Michigan. 

That’s why airlines and flight attendants 
have to work extra hard to deal with custom- 
er unrest. JetBlue, which flies out of Chica- 


go, offers free TV at every seat. Southwest 
provides a different kind of entertainment: 
Flight attendants sing, tell jokes and some- 
times play pranks to keep the mood upbeat. 

Before Sept, ii and sometimes around 
Halloween, smaller Southwest attendants 
hide in the overhead bins to surprise cus- 
tomers when they open up the bins to put in 
their luggage, Gordon said. When the pas- 
senger opened the bin, the attendant would 
say something like “hello, handsome.” 

Passengers sometimes play their own— 
albeit unintended— pranks on flight atten- 
dants. On one flight 10 years ago, a pas- 
senger accidentally picked up Gordon’s 
luggage and left his own bag behind. Gor- 
don said he didn’t notice the mistake until 
after the passenger left. He opened up the 
passenger’s bag and saw shirts, ties, pants, a 
pair of red high heels, thigh-high stockings, 
large frilly panties and pornography Gor- 
don said the passenger immediately called 
the airline and a luggage switch was made. 

On another flight, a passenger pre- 
tended to be blind so he could sit with his 
dog, Gordon said. Some passengers have 
faked an illness or lied about a child’s age 
to pre-board while others have smuggled 
on snakes (by wrapping them around their 


body or stuffing them under their jackets) 
and a ferret (which got loose on the plane). 

“Y)u pretty much see everything, anything 
that can possibly happen,” Gordon said. 

Karen Walker, who lives in the South 
Loop, celebrates her 20th year as an Amer- 
ican Airlines flight attendant this month. 
She said she’s noticed a more anxiety-filled 
atmosphere than when she started in the 
business in 1988. 

Passengers constantly check out their 
surroundings and other passengers. Walk- 
er said she and others on the flight are 
more “conscientious about things you used 
to take for granted.” Flight attendants typ- 
ically face the same security requirements 
as passengers, though some airports have 
a separate security line for employees. 

“It’s nothing like it used to be,” said 
Walker, 48. 

Walker said she became a flight atten- 
dant because she wanted a glamorous 
career, and American Airlines pushed the 
glitz with regular grooming checks that 
included makeup and hair lectures that 
stressed moisturizer use and tying the uni- 
form scarf a certain way 

She also was weighed each week to 
make sure she was maintaining her weight

between 125 and 130 pounds. The major air- 
lines dropped their weight standards, instituted 
because of fears that an attendant’s excessive 
weight would affect safety procedures, after dis- 
crimination lawsuits filed by flight attendants 
in the early 1990s. 

But conforming to the airline’s beauty stan- 
dards wasn’t the tough part. Walker endured 
a grueling six-week safety and food service 
training program once she landed the job. The 
schedule also was a challenge at the beginning 
of her career. It got easier as she gained senior- 
ity and worked fewer on-call days and bid for 
her favorite routes. 

Attendants typically fly 65 to 90 hours a 
month and usually spend another 50 hours a 
month performing ground work such as help- 
ing prepare flights for takeoff and landing and 
writing reports, according to the U.S. Bureau 
of Labor Statistics. Attendants work out with 
each airline how long they can be on duty 

An attendant’s schedule typically varies from 
month to month, especially if the attendant is 
placed on reserve. While on reserve, flight atten- 
dants know their days off but are on-call the oth- 
er days. Airlines typically give on-call flight atten- 
dants between one and three hours’ notice to get 
to an airport, and attendants may not know their 
destination until they arrive to work. 


AIRLINE DOWNSIZING 

One challenge flight attendants might 
face is an uncertain job future. 

United Airlines, based in Chicago, said 
Monday it will eliminate about 950 pilot 
jobs beginning this summer in addition to 
an already announced plan to cut 1,600 
salaried positions and reduce its fleet. 

Nevertheless, the Bureau of Labor Sta- 
tistics projects there will be 107,000 flight 
attendants in 2016, up from 97,000 in 
2006. The median annual earnings of 
attendants were $53,780 in May 2006, 
while the average job tenure is more than 
14 years. [ redeye, ap, tribune ] 


Walker said there are a few standard trips 
flight attendants staff: turnarounds (fly to the 
destination, then quickly fly back) and trips 
that last two, three and four days. Walker pre- 
fers two-day trips, and she often flies from 
Chicago to three separate destinations: Phila- 
delphia, Atlanta and Houston. 

On these trips, she spends the night in 
hotels paid for by American Airlines. 

“For me, the most I want to be on an aircraft 
is no more than three hours,” ^)(Mker said. “I like 
the up and down. I like to see different people.” 


While Walker prefers the quick trips, Gor- 
don enjoys the three-day trips to L.A because 
he has enough time to sightsee. The challenge 
for him is working out a schedule that maxi- 
mizes his time with his wife. Southwest flight 
attendant Kimberly Vallet. 

Gordon said he met Vallet, 38, in the jetway 
in 2002. They worked one flight together and 
months later love was in the air when Gordon 
took Vallet to see a taping of “The Oprah Win- 
frey Show.” They married in 2005. 

Gordon said sky-high romance “happens all 
the time” among flight attendants and pilots. 

While meeting his wife has been an upside 
of the job, Gordon also has experienced some 
downsides. Gordon said a heavy male passenger 
fainted in his arms during a flight and other pas- 
sengers have experienced heart attacks, seizures 
and heat exhaustion. Typical health complaints 
include headaches and finger cuts. 

The uniforms also can be a downer. Gordon 
said Southwest outfits have varied from a rugby 
shirt to a sport coat and slacks to a short-sleeved 
shirt better suited for a valet. 

“It’s hard to gain the respect of some of the 
passengers when you’re trying to enforce FAA 
regulations when you’re dressed like a caddy,” 
Gordon said. “We’re basically the entertain- 
ment.” TSWARTZ@TRIBUNE.COM 


CONFESSIONS 
OF FLIGHT 
ATTENDANTS 

Besides being an Ameri- 
can Airlines flight atten- 
dant for 20 years, KAREN 
WALKER served as charter 
flight coordinator for several 
high-profile clients includ- 
ing the White Sox from 
2003-05, when the Sox 
won the World Series. She 
set up departures and arriv- 
als and worked as the on- 
board supervisor. She also 
coordinated St. Louis Rams 
flights last year and current- 
ly sets up St. Louis Cardinals 
flights. Her notes from char- 
tered American flights: 

» The Sox “love Japanese 
food,” but “they were pretty 
laid-back as far as menu 
items,” Walker said. 

» Most players didn’t want 
food on board because they 
would eat in the clubhouse, 
but they were hungry if the 
game went into extra innings. 
» Cardinals first baseman 
Albert Pujols enjoys vanilla 
ice cream on his flights. 

» Cardinals manager Tony 
LaRussa likes Carr’s Crackers. 
» Barack Obama chartered 
an American flight that flew 
from Springfield to Iowa last 
year after Obama announced 
he was seeking the presiden- 
cy. Walker said she scoured 
Chicago grocery stores to 
find Obama’s favorite toasted 
almonds.

Tensions on the rise 

Ministers speak out about shootings, vioience a closer look

more than $100,000, even with insurance. 

“I got to the point where I finally said, 
‘I don’t want this for my life anymore.’ But 
without the support and resources of my 
family, I wouldn’t be where I am today,” 
she said. 

Illinois lawmakers can’t do much about 
the physical and emotional toll, but they 
did move to ease the financial burden on 
families, recently approving legislation 
that would require insurance companies 
to pay for treatment of anorexia and buli- 
mia. If Gov Blagojevich signs the bill, Illi- 
nois will become the 17th state to mandate 
such coverage. 

The measure is part of a larger nation- 
al debate about addressing inequities in 
insurance coverage between psychiatric 
illnesses and physical ailments. 

More than 12 million Americans, most- 
ly young women, have eating disorders in 
their lifetime, according to the Nation- 
al Association of Anorexia Nervosa and 
Associated Disorders. The risk of death is 
higher than with any other mental illness. 
Among patients with anorexia, almost half 
of all deaths are suicides. Yet many insur- 
ers balk at covering the tab, which can run 
as high as $2,500 a day 

“I’ve met so many parents who have had 
to refinance their homes,” said Rep. Fred 
Crespo (D-Hoffman Estates), one of the 
bill’s sponsors. 

But others cite the financial cost of such 
a law. 

Richard Cauchi, health program direc- 
tor for the National Conference of State 
Legislatures, said Illinois has taken “an 
unusual action” for 2008, when the trend 
is to move away from mandates on busi- 
ness and governments. 

“There’s more pressure now to repeal 
and restrict mandates than to enact new 
ones,” he said.

Several police shootings over the last 
week, coupled with rising violence in some 
neighborhoods, has added tension to the 
already frayed relations between communi- 
ty members and authorities this summer, a 
group ofWest Side ministers said Monday 
Spurred by four recent shootings, includ- 
ing two over the weekend that were fatal, 
the group met Monday morning with the 
head of the Independent Police Review 
Authority to complain about the pace of 
police-shooting investigations. 

“We were asked to have patience, and 
really, we want to communicate that 
patience has run out in the community,” 
said Rev Marshall Hatch, pastor at New 
Mount Pilgrim Missionary Baptist Church 
in West Garfield Park. 

liana Rosenzweig, chief administrator 
of the IPRA, said her office takes every 
shooting seriously and her staff is aggres- 
sively pursuing investigations, taking wit- 
ness statements and canvassing neighbor- 
hoods for witnesses who may have been 
missed immediately after the incidents. 

While the ministers expressed frus- 
tration that investigations of police take 
too long, Rosenzweig said the pace has 


improved since city officials overhauled the 
agency late last summer. 

But the agency has several institu- 
tional problems yet to overcome, includ- 
ing shortage of investigators, the need 
to better train existing staff and a large 
backlog of cases. 

When IPRA was created last year out of 
the re-organization of the old Office of Pro- 
fessional Standards, the City Council creat- 
ed a six-month threshold on investigations, 
after which the agency would have to justify 
the reasons for the delay to involved parties. 

Critics note that the six-month mark is 
routinely exceeded. 

Rosenzweig said she’s making progress, 
has added eight investigators and a supervi- 
sor, and “the backlog has stopped growing.” 

She said the six-month mark is a “time- 
line” rather than a deadline, and she 
believes that once the backlog of cases is 
erased and IPRA is fully staffed, the agen- 
cy will routinely complete investigations 
within that period. 

But IPRA investigators often have been 
dependent on factors beyond their con- 
trol to complete investigations, especial- 
ly shooting cases. Some evidence flows 
through the police department, and arrang- 


Although the cluster of shootings in 
the last week has focused attention 
on the issue, the total number is about 
the same as it was last year, according 
to IPRA statistics. Chicago police had 
shot 21 people— killing six— through 
Monday afternoon this year, accord- 
ing to IPRA. During the same period 
last year, police shot 19 people. 


ing to interview the accused officer is usu- 
ally not done until the evidence has been 
evaluated. 

The ministers on Monday cited a 10- 
month-old investigation into a shooting 
last August that sparked unrest in North 
Lawndale. Aaron Harrison, 18, was shot 
in the back and killed by police who said 
he pulled a gun on them in an alley 

Harrison’s aunt, Ashunda Harris, accom- 
panied the ministers on Monday and said 
the group will meet with Rosenzweig in 
three weeks to discuss the case. 

“It’s hard to move on when you have no 
answers,” Harris said. 

Rosenzweig said she could not discuss 
details of the investigation but said recent 
developments have moved the case closer 
to completion.

Teen slain in funerai precessien attack 


A 1 9 -year-old man was fatally shot Monday 
afternoon during an apparent gang-related attack 
on a funeral procession on the Southwest Side, an 
incident that briefly led authorities to lock down 
the hospital where the victim was taken for fear 
of more gang violence. 

The victim, Issac Sauceda, 19, was shot about 
1:40 p.m. in the 5800 block of South Archer Ave- 
nue, in Garfield Ridge, according to the Cook 


Man found 
guilty in 
bank heists 

A man accused of breaking out of 
the Cook County Jail wearing a stolen 
guard’s uniform was convicted Monday 
of robbing five banks in the Loop — 
including one heist while wearing the 
lifted uniform. 

Randy Rencher, 39, looked on blank- 
faced as the jury convicted him after 
only two hours of deliberation. Pros- 
ecutors said he faces a potential sen- 
tence of 32 years to life in federal prison 
when he is sentenced Sept. 26. 

Rencher admitted three times that 
he was the robber, witnesses said. 
Police found a money wrapper from 
one of the robberies in his room, along 
with $6,000, and Rencher’s picture 
was captured on bank video. 

Victimized bank tellers also took the 
stand to identify him. 

“They were very clear that they had 
seen the bank robber, had memorized 
his face and were able to identify him,” 
Asst. U.S. Atty. Edward Siskel, who 
prosecuted the case along with Asst. 
U.S. Atty. M. David Weisman, told 
reporters after the verdict. 

Defense attorney Robert Clarke 
urged jurors to ignore such matters. 

‘Although facts are stubborn things, 
they often have a deeper significance,” 
Clarke told jurors in his opening state- 
ment. “There are deeper human mys- 
teries than facts.” 

Despite the large collection of evi- 
dence, Clarke maintained that Rencher 
obtained the $6,000 by selling drugs. 
While Rencher was arrested with 
cocaine in his room, he was not charged 
with selling drugs. 

Rencher was convicted of five counts 
of bank robbery, two counts of using a 
firearm during a bank robbery and one 
count of possessing cocaine. The jury 
acquitted him of a lone firearms count. 

Rencher still faces charges stemming 
from an incident in which he took a 
busload of federal prisoners hostage. 


County medical examiner’s office. 

He was driving a van in a funeral procession 
that was westbound on Archer when shots 
were fired from another vehicle, said Police 
Officer John Mirabelli. Sauceda was struck and 
lost control of the van, which crashed less than 
a block away 

Sauceda of the 4700 block of South Hoyne 
Avenue was pronounced dead at 2:31 p.m., a med- 


ical examiner’s office spokesman said. 

Mike Maggio, a spokesman for Christ Medical 
Center, said officials were warned that a rival gang 
may have followed the ambulance to the hospital, 
and the staff decided to issue a lockdown order. 
That turned out not to be the case, Maggio said, 
and the lockdown was lifted shortly after. 

Mirabelli said the assailant fled the scene in a 
vehicle.

Soccer field opponents vowing to fight 


Opponents of a controversial soccer field under 
construction at the southern tip of Lincoln Park 
are proposing alternate sites for the field and vow- 
ing to fight the Chicago Park District’s plan to pay 
the Latin School as much as $2 million for the cost 
of the field. 

The private Latin School was building an artificial 
soccer field on open parkland north of LaSalle Drive 
and west of Lake Shore Drive under an agreement 
with the park district that gave the school priority 
use of the field. A residents’ group called Protect 
Our Parks filed a lawsuit to stop the construction in 
April. 

The group persuaded a Cook County Circuit 
judge and the Illinois Appellate Court to order the 
school to stop building the soccer field. Under a set- 
tlement with Protect Our Parks, the park district 
agreed to terminate its contract for the field with 
Latin School but said it would complete the soccer 


field on its own. 

But some residents want the site of the soccer 
field— which is 70 percent complete— restored to 
open parkland. On Tuesday, Protect Our Parks plans 
to hold a news conference at Montrose Harbor to 
suggest locations for the field in that area of the 
park, which already includes an artificial soccer field 
and several natural-grass fields. 

Protect Our Parks also said it will fight the park dis- 
trict’s plan to reimburse the Latin School for the cost 
of the soccer field, said spokeswoman Greta Lear. 

“If it happens, we will litigate so taxpayers are not 
saddled with a $2 million debt,” Lear said. 

Parks spokeswoman Jessica Maxey-Faulkner said 
the previous contract with Latin School stated that 
the school would be reimbursed if the contract was 
revoked. 

“We intend to reimburse them as the contract 
stipulated,” she said.

McCain proposes $300M eneify prize 


FRESNO, Calif. John McCain is hoping to 
solve the country’s energy crisis with 
cold hard cash. 

The presumed Republican nominee on 
Monday proposed a $300 million govern- 
ment prize to whomever can develop an 
automobile battery that far surpasses exist- 
ing technology McCain said such a device 
should deliver power at 30 percent of cur- 
rent costs and have “the size, capacity, cost 
and power to leapfrog the commercially 
available plug-in hybrids or electric cars.” 


POSITIVE CHARGE 

John McCain’s proposed $300 mil- 
lion bounty would equate to $1 for every 
person in the U.S., “a small price to pay 
for helping to break the back of our oil 
dependency,” McCain said. 


The Arizona senator also proposed stiff- 
er fines for automakers who skirt existing 
fuel-efficiency standards, as well as incen- 
tives to increase use of domestic and for- 


eign alcohol-based fuels such as ethanol. 

In addition, a so-called Clean Car Chal- 
lenge would provide U.S. automakers with 
a $5,000 tax credit for every zero-carbon 
emissions car they develop and sell. 

The proposal comes as gasoline has 
reached a record cost of more than $4 a 
gallon. That has boosted the price of vir- 
tually all goods and services, sent commut- 
ers flocking to public transportation and 
increased tensions between the U.S. and its 
Middle Eastern oil suppliers.

JERUSALEM In his first presidential visit to Isra- 
el, Nicolas Sarkozy has said Israeli-Palestin- 
ian peace is immediately attainable, talked tough 
against Iran’s nuclear program and delivered an 
address to parliament.

Motti Kirshenbaum, an Israeli TV commenta- 
tor, said the obsession was a typical case of Israeli 
escapism. 

“Here we are tired of dealing with the impor- 
tant things— like death and war. So all of a sudden 
we can deal with how much her purse costs and it’s 
fun,” he said.

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Despite their hot 
streak, the Cubs 
have room to grow

After his team was swept by Tampa Bay 
last week at Tropicana Field, Cubs manag- 
er Lou Piniella made a cryptic comment. 

“I found some things out in this series 
that I think will pay some dividends down 
the road,” he said. “And well leave it at 
that.” 

Trying to decipher Piniella is never easy 
While he usually plays it close to the vest, 
Piniella sometimes leaves clues for veteran 
Lou-ologists to examine. Lineup chang- 
es, bullpen strategy and playing time are 
always under review, since Piniella likes to 
be audible when he spots a potential prob- 
lem on the horizon. 

His instincts have been on the mark 
more often than not during his steward- 
ship of the Cubs, as evidenced by Piniel- 
la’s .600 winning percentage since June 9, 
2007. 

So what did Piniella find out in Tampa 
that will pay dividends down the road? 

Here are a few theories, based on clues 
discovered at Wrigley Field during last 
weekend’s City Series: 

‘Lou limbo’ 

Despite Scott Eyre setting a club record 
with 33 consecutive scoreless outings, 
Piniella doesn’t seem sold on the idea that 
the left-hander can be trusted in crucial, 
late-inning situations, based on his implo- 
sion against the Rays on the night of the 
cryptic comment. 

Piniella insists he doesn’t have a dog- 
house, so Eyre may simply go into “Lou 
limbo.” He did not pitch in the weekend 
series, though neither did Piniella’s other 
lefty, Neal Cotts, who also looked shaky 
against Tampa Bay 

The 2-hole needs speed 

“I feel very comfortable with {Ryan] 
Theriot in the 2-hole, and I feel comfort- 
able with him in the 8-hole,” Piniella said 
before Sunday’s game. 

Then Eric Patterson stole the show Sun- 
day night against the White Sox. 

Matchups will dictate where Theriot 
hits. Piniella batted him eighth against 
right-handers Saturday and Sunday, while 
the left-handed-hitting Patterson moved 
up to the No. 2 spot. Kosuke Fukudome 
and Patterson proved to be a potent 1-2 
combination against the Sox, going 9-for- 
20 with nine runs scored. 

Theriot is hitting .310 with 28 multihit 
games. But he’s also third in the league in 
ground balls hit and already has ground- 
ed into nine double plays, despite having 











decent speed. Piniella prefers speed at the 
top of his lineup, and obviously Patterson 
trumps Theriot, who leads the team in 
steals with 13 but also has been thrown out 
eight times. 

Patterson’s emergence last weekend 
may be one of the most important devel- 
opments of the first half If he can stick 
until Alfonso Soriano returns after the All- 
Star break, the Cubs could have a lethal 1-2 
combo. 

Gallagher has the right stuff 

Piniella has shown a lot of faith in 
rookie right-hander Sean Gallagher, and 
the kid responded at Tampa Bay with 
one of his most dominant outings yet— 
one run on four hits over six innings. 
With Carlos Zambrano on the disabled 
list, Gallagher (3.14 ERA) theoretically 
moves up to No. 4 in the rotation behind 


Ryan Dempster, Ted Lilly and Jason 
Marquis. Gallagher’s next start will be 
his biggest test yet, opening the second 
round of the City Series on Friday at U.S. 
Cellular Field. 

First basemen play first, not left 

Micah Hoffpauir’s left-handed bat is a 
valuable asset with Daryle Ward out, but, 
like Ward, the rookie is not good enough 
defensively to play left or right field on a 
regular basis. 

Hoffpauir looked tentative on a few 
balls that landed in front of him on the 
artificial turf at Tropicana Field, and he 
didn’t receive a start over the weekend 
against the Sox. 

The Cubs are 12th in NL fielding, and 
Piniella prides himself on having strong 
defensive teams. Hoffpauir’s main val- 
ue may be as trade bait to an American

Phairwill play classic 
debut at Vic, but also 
will be happy to move 


Discussing the landmark 1993 album 
“Exile in Guyville” earlier this month, 
Rachel Martin, host of NPR’s “The Bry- 
ant Park Project” program, blurted out a 
list of emotions the album evokes for her: 
‘A young woman’s really kind of raw ambi- 
tion, her disappointment, it’s her lust, it’s 
her joy” Liz Phair, its creator, responded 
in a tone that was kind but mildly correc- 
tive. “Don’t forget sadness,” she said. She 
added that when she listens to “Guyville” 
now, “My heart goes out to the person I 
was.” 

“Guyville,” reissued this week on ATO 
Records, is a milestone in the develop- 
ment of third-wave feminism and one 
of the proudest moments of indie rock. 
Catapulting the Chicago-born Phair to 
prominence at 26, the record won most 
major critics polls; gave its label. Mata- 
dor, its first gold record; and set a bar for 
confessional songwriting that few musi- 
cians have reached. 

Then that bar hit Phair smack in the 
face. None of her subsequent albums has 
earned even half the praise rendered unto 
“Guyville,” and by the fourth, an epony- 
mous attempt at commercial pop, Phair

had become 
indie rock’s lost 
cause. Hard-to- 
top debuts are 
common, but 
the shunning 
Phair received, 
especially from 
female jour- 
nalists, went 
beyond aesthetics— her efforts to become 
a pop star were framed as a betrayal. 

No wonder Phair avoided listening to 
“Guyville” for seven years. Finally revis- 
iting it, Phair still seems doubtful— she 
will perform it, track by track, in concert 
in Chicago on Tuesday, but everything 
indicates that she’ll be happy to move 
on again after that’s done. But why did 
“Guyville” make the rest of her career so 
much harder? Most detractors say Phair 
compromised her own talent. But maybe 
it’s because “Guyville” represented a larg- 
er reality that her fans, especially women, 
couldn’t get past. 

Phair directed a sly documentary that’s 
included in the reissue, chronicling the 
album’s making and its reception. For the 


first two-thirds, Phair talks only to men: 
her producer Brad Wood; Matador label 
owners Gerard Cosloy and Chris Lom- 
bardi; Nash Kato, the singer for Urge 
Overkill, who was the object of the crush 
that inspired Phair to write the “Guyville” 
songs; and a handful of others who give 
their version of the events that contrib- 
uted to the album. 

Then a whole bunch of women speak 
in a sequence that evokes the excitement 
so many felt when they heard the album. 
One woman talks about “Guyville” help- 
ing her survive (although not abandon) 
an abusive relationship. Another says 
it helped her deal when her boyfriend 
found fame in Hollywood and went off 
the rails. 

Let’s stop blaming Phair for moving 
on from “Guyville,” and instead consid- 
er why this album, in all its feisty misery, 
still seems so current. She’s making a new 
record that surely will be worth a listen in 
the autumn. And with this reissue, she’s 
given her fans something to pass on to 
their young daughters. We can only hope 
that it will be outdated when they’re old 
enough to enjoy it. [ann powers, l. a. times]

Their approach is radically different than that of the big 
boys— the Electronic Arts, Sonys and Activisions of the game

“We’re proud to be in Chicago; it’s not exactly a gaming hub, 
but it’s great to be here because one of the bad things about the 
game industry is the extremely high turnover,” Kang said.

For their follow-up to Stubbs, Wideload decided to bypass 
the shoot-em-up formula for a party game that would be acces- 
sible to more than just the hard-core gamers weaned on the 
types of games that made Seropian famous.

Just because Alex Seropian has made a game called Hail 
to the Chimp doesn’t mean he’s all monkey business. 

The boyish-looking 3 8 -year-old founder of Chicago-based 
Wideload Games is deftly mashing buttons on his Xbox con 
t roller and pummeling a group of furry opponents with his 
eight-legged avatar— a samurai octopus named Toshiro, 

“I do well when the press is here,” he laughs. 

Though it’s been mistaken as a joke from “The Simp- 
sons,” Hail to the Chimp, out Tuesday on Xbox 360 and Play- 
Station 3, actually is a four-player party game in which 10 ani 
mals battle it out to be president of the Animal Republic, 
(“They are no longer a Kingdom because they wanted 
to try their hand at democracy” noted senior producer 
Jon KruseU,) 

As part of the game’s satiric slant, all of the char- 
acters’ campaign antics are reported through the eyes of 
GRR News Network, a thinly veiled CNN clone featuring a 
female ostrich anchor that seems to be a composite of Katie 
Couric, Barbara Walters and Joan Rivers, 

For game consoles dominated by shoot- 
ers and sports games, a quirky, car- 
toonish game about animals play- 
ing politics isn’t exactly typical 
fare. 

Then again, it’s difficult to predict 
anything Seropian and his small 
independent company will do. 
While a student at the Univer- 
sity of Chicago in 1991, Seropian co- 
founded a development company 
called Bungie, He and his young rag- 
tag team made their mark with influen- 
tial Macintosh games such as Marathon 
and Myth before hitting the big time by 
drawing the attention of Microsoft, The 
game that caught the eye of Bill Gates’ 
gang? A first-person shooter for the orig- 
inal Xbox called Halo, 

Seropian likely could have made 
a fortune cranking out Halo 
sequels after Microsoft acquired

But it may not be easy for Hail to the Chimp, 
In the jungle of the video game market, Grand 
Theft Auto IV and Halo 3 are the 500 -pound 
gorillas, 

“This game is a risk, yes, but there’s obvious- 
ly a market for this type of game, and it’s only 
going to grow,” Seropian said, “The game indus- 
try says, ‘Yeah, we’ve surpassed the box office, 
we’re bigger than Hollywood,’ but honestly it’s 
a load of crap because games cost $60 bucks, 
that’s 10 times the amount of a movie ticket. 
There’s huge potential to grow, and the only 
way we’re going to get there is if there are games 
available that expand the game play audience to 
everybody else,” 

The idea for the political aspect of the game 
actually came almost two years ago from lead 
writer Matt Soell, 

“I really just tried to come up with a ratio- 
nale for animals to be beating each other up, 
and politics seemed like an appropriate one,” 
Soell said, 

“It was perfect because of this stab-each- 
other-in-the-back and playground mentality 
of ‘This guy’s winning, c’mon let’s get him!’ and 
that’s always seemed like politics to me,” Sero- 



pian added. 

Not that any of the characters in Chimp are 
carbon copies of current presidential candi- 
dates, 

“This isn’t a political game,” Seropian said, 
“There are bits of real world that come through. 


but we really tried to steer clear of making it like 
,„, ‘oh, I hate you and your politics,’ The par- 
ty you’re playing the game at would suck after 
that. The important thing is for people to actu- 
ally enjoy this,”

Water is essential to maintain life. It makes up 6o per- 
cent of our body weight. 

All research has shown that every bodily system 
depends on water. It cushions joints, moistens tis- 
sues, regulates body temperature, helps us breathe by 
moistening lungs, flushes out wastes and carries nutri- 
ents to our cells. We can go without food for weeks— 
some can, maybe— but we can last without water only 
a few days. 

Without enough water, we can become dehydrated, 
which could escalate into a life-threatening situation. 
Waiting until you feel thirsty is not a reliable warning 
sign for hydration because by then you often are dehy- 
drated. A better barometer is the color of urine: clear 
or light yellow is good, whereas dark yellow or amber 
may be signaling dehydration. 

So what are the numbers? The “8x8” rule— drink 
eight 8 -ounce glasses of water per day— is not support- 
ed by any scientific evidence but is easy to remember 
and can be used as a basic guideline. 

Another way to calculate: A sedentary person 
should consume daily fluid equal to 50 percent of her 
body weight in ounces, an active person 75 percent. 
As long as you have no health problems that require a 
decrease in fluid intake, adequate water consumption 
is an effective and easy way to improve your health. 


DID YOU KNOW... 

The Institute of Medicine advis- 
es that men consume 13 cups 
and women nine cups of 
total fluids per day.

GETTING STARTED 

Following the “8x8” rule for water consumption might sound like a lot 
of drinking, but you can do it if you get organized and start first thing in 
the morning. Here are some tips: 


» Put a couple of 
bottles in the fridge 
the night before so 
you’ll have chilled 
water. 

» Keep your dai- 
ly allotment easily 
within reach. Take it 
in the car, or have it 
on your desk so you 
can easily grab sips 
throughout the day. 


»Some people can 
drink more out of a 
water bottle than a 
glass— give it a try. 
»Many fruits and 
vegetables such as 
watermelon, toma- 
toes, milk and juice 
are composed mainly 
of water and count 
toward your allot- 
ment. 


» Beer, wine and 
caffeinated bever- 
ages also count, but 
since they have pos- 
sible negative health 
impacts they should 
be used sparingly. 

» Be prepared to 
run to the bath- 
room, but after a few 
weeks, your kidneys 
tend to adjust.

If a person could do only one exercise to 
stay in shape, what would you recommend? 

Squats— they are the king of compoimd 
exercise. They burn so many calories and 
activate your largest muscle group— the 
legs, I recommend combining squats with 
the lateral raise.

This burns 
around 10 calories per minute when you 
include the arms with the legs.
